One so delighted recently was Mrs. Charles R. Moore of San Francisco, 
in whose behalf the speeding eastbound SP Challenger made the now much- 
talked-of unscheduled stop at tiny Pequop, Nev., that she might transfer to 
the westbound Challenger to race back home to her hero son’s arms.

HIS year the American Red Cross will 

again hold during March its annual 
drive for memberships and financial as- 
sistance. And this year, as always, the 
great humanitarian organization can de- 
pend on hearty support from Southern

The campaign to raise $125,000,000 
was launched March 1, and throughout 
the month SP’ers in practically every 
city and community on our lines will be 
serving on solicitation committees aad 
otherwise assisting in the nationwide 
drive. 

Never before bas 1} American Red 
Cross faced the responsibilities it does 
today. “The need,” declares Norman H. 
Davis, national chairman, “is almost 
overwhelming, but with the great spirit 
of mercy and helpfulness for which 
Americans have always stood, and with 
their help, we shall do our utmost to 
meet it.” 

Every minute of the hour; every hour 
of the day; every day of the week the Red 
Cross is helping someone, It is active in 
all corners of the world, stretching out 
a comforting hand to the men and women 
of our armed forces and to the people of 
the United Nations. Briefly, the money 
to be raised is needed: 

(1) To provide aid, comfort and life- 
saving blood plasma for America’s sons 
in the armed forces. 

(2). For service as the connecting link 
between our fighting men and their fam- 
ilies. 

(3) To provide food, clothing, medi- 
cal supplies and other comforts to Ameri- 
can boys held prisoners of war in encmy 
concentration camps. 

(4) To aid civilians in disaster, en- 
emy action, epidemics or other commu- 
nity emergencies, with food, shelter, 
clothing, medical care and training.

TOWNSMEN, STUDENTS COME 
TO AID OF TRACKMEN 


IELDING picks and shovels, set- 

ting tieplates and spikes, thousands 
of patriotic “white collar” workers and 
students—stepping off the Main streets 
and Market streets of cities and towns—— 
have during recent wecks responded in 
increasing numbers to an appeal from 
the SP to join week-end track gangs to 
help relieve the shortage of workers. 

Reports for the three days that in- 
cluded Washington's birthday, show that 
more than 2000 special week-end workers 
rolled up a total of 3300 man-days. On 
Coast Division it was 868 man-hours, 
Western 648, Shasta 456, Sacramento 
294, San Joaquin 256, Portland 186, Los 
Angeles 127, Tucson 63, Salt Lake 49, 
Rio Grande 14. NWP reported 286, 
SD&AE 53. For the similar three-day 
period the week before a total of 1900 
man-days had been listed. 

Bankers, salesmanagers, grocers, utility 
company workers, editors, and faculty 
members have dug iato closets and 
donned old clothes and gone out along 
Pacific Lines from Palo Alto to Phoenix, 
from Fresno ‘to. Marshfield, to help “Keep 
‘Em Rolling” in recognition of the vital 
role of the railroads in the war effort. 

Students from universities, state col- 
leges and high schools are accounting for 
the greater part of the sign up, but in ad- 
dition there are large numbers of “white 
collar” workers representing nearly every 
type of business and profession, SP'ers in 
other occupations are also giving a hand 
over the week-ends, whi'e workers from 
many industries have responded nobly. 
Over one recent. week-end some 200 


students and businessmen from SF Pen- 
insula points, chiefly from San Jose, Palo 
Alto and Santa Clara, and 63 from the 
Fresno area, did important track work 
from which heavy rains could not deter 
them. The same story came from other 
points. 

The patriotic week-end workers came 
in response to advertising appeals placed 
by SP in various cities over Pacific Lines. 
Citizens of Marshfield, Eugene, Duns- 
muir, Watsonville, Klamath Falls, Reno, 
Bakersfield, Sacramento and other cities 
saw direct chance to help the war effort. 

“We must keep our track in first class 
shape to move vital war traffic,” the SP 
advertisements pointed out. “Help win 
the war; get healthy outdoor exercise and 
be paid for it.” 

Section foremen described the per- 
formance of the new “green” hands as 
satisfactory and said they are helping SP 
to continue as “America's front line on 
the West Coast.” 

Railroad officials emphasized, however, 
that despite effective work and enthusi- 
asm of the “white collar” workers and 
students the special crews are not the 
answer to the need for adequate gangs 
to keep the tracks in top shape for han- 
dling the ever-mounting war traffic. 

The “white collar” workers say they 
consider the sparetime job a real oppor- 
tunity to help speed the war effort, as 
well as an excellent way to. get themselves 
into top physical condition after working 
indoors ail week. Others point out that 
the track wages help buy extra bonds and 
meet income tax payments.

those brave fighters in Africa and 
out in the South Pacific—faithfully con- 
tinue in ever-increasing numbers to do- 
nate their blood to the Irwin Memorial 
Blood Bank and the American Red Cross 
that lives of their kin or fellow workers 
might be spared. 

Outstanding groups of patriots from 
General Office include the Motive Power 
Dept, and Freight Traffic Dept., which 
apparently hold the leadership so far as 
reports indicate. The Motive Power 
Dept., under the leadership of Leona 
Wedde, had up to Feb. 23 given 62 pints 
of blood. In the group are nine four- 
timers and seven three-timers. These do- 
nations have been to the Red Cross in San 
Francisco. 

The Freight Traffic Dept., under tead- 
ership of Gordon Hughes, has already 
about 70 employes voluntarily donating 
blood for Army, Navy and civilian needs. 
Several from this group visited the Irwin 
Memorial Blood Bank on Feb. 19 (when 


the accompanying pictures were taken). 

“The donating of blood is really very 
simple and painless, with the whole pro- 
cedure taking only from thirty to forty 
minutes,” says Gordon Hughes, who is 
chairman of this activity for the SP Club 
in San Francisco. “We of Southern Pacific 
have a double obligation to support this 
humanitarian effort, for we not only have 
this opportunity to donate blood that may 
save the life of a fighting Yank, but we 
may also be helping a fellow employe in 
civilian life, since it is through the Irwin 
Memorial Blood Bank that many hos- 
pitals in the SF Bay area receive their 
supply of either plasma or whole blood.

Jonvary Operating Results 
IOR the month of January, 1943, Rail- 
way Operating Revenues of Southern 
Pacific Transportation System amounted 
to $43,001,366, or $13,186,855 more 
than the revenues for the same month of 
1942; a 44% increase. 

During the same month Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $26,260,596, or 
$6,286,665 more than the expenses for 
the same 1942 period; a 31% increase. 

Federal taxes, including $4,860,174 for 
Federal income taxes, amounted to $6,- 
050,451, and other railway tax accruals 
to $1,173,372; a total of $7,223,823, or 
$4,732,127 more than such accruals for 
the same month of last year. After de- 
ducting taxes and $1,575,175 6f net ren- 
tals for use of equipment and joint facif- 
ities, there was left Net Railway Operat- 
ing Income of $7,941,772, or $1,960,726 
more than the net railway operating in- 
come for January, 1942.

KE a good look at the portrait of 
the “rugged individualist” in the car- 
toon at the right. Maybe he’s somebody 
you know. On second thought, he’s not an 
individualist at all. Unfortunately, there 
are many like him working on the rail- 
road—many who, for some reason or 
other, refuse to go along with the major- 
ity who are buying War Bonds through 
the payroll allotment plan. You can’t 
see the others, but all of them are con- 
spicuous in the above list of division 
standings. They’te conspicuous by their 
absence. 

Funny thing about them is this: If you 
questioned their patriotism they'd lay you 
out cold. And they'd be sincere about it. 
You see, many of them are buying War 
Bonds with every cent they can spare. 
They're buying them at postoffices, banks 
and other agencies, some of them regu- 
larly, No, it isn’t a question of patri- 
otism. It's just that they can’t seem to get 
it into their heads that Uncle Sam has 
specifically asked them to make their bond

purchases through the payroli allotment 
plan. 

“What difference does it make,” they 
argue, “as long as I'm buying bonds?” 

Well, the principal difference, accord- 
ing to the United States Treasury De- 
partment, is this: “The independent ac- 
tion of a few individuals, even in their 
method of buying War Bonds, may have 
the effect of weakening the national ef- 
fort, because when they fail to sign up 
for the payroll savings plan they lend 
encouragement to other people who are 
staying out for less justifiable reasons.” 

Many excuse.themselves on the grounds 
that it is “inconvenient” or that they 
have to wait “too long” to get their 
bonds, Both excuses are debatable, par- 
ticularly since the Accounting ‘Depart- 
ment has considerably speeded up its 
practices in recent months to give quicker 
delivery of bonds. 

But even if the excuses were valid, 
what about the 40,000 employes who 
long ago joined the payroll allotment 


plan and have stuck with it ever since? 
Maybe they don’t prefer the payroll plan, 
but they're net complaining about “in- 
convenience.” Probably it’s because 
they've cead and heard about the Ameri- 
cans who know the real meaning of in- 
convenience, the lads on the firing line. 
And maybe they've asked themselves: 
“What would those boys say if I tried to 
tell them what a ‘hardship’ the payroll 
allotment plan is?” 

According to latest reports from the 
Treasury Department, the number of 
workers on the payroll savings plan in 
1942 increased from 700,000 to 26,000,- 
000, and as 1943 opened the figure was 
stil rising. This is the kind of national 
teamwork that will not only win the war, 
but win it as quickly as possible, 

How about you? If you haven't al- 
ready signed up for payroll savings, do 
so now. If you know of a fellow worker 
who hasn't, urge him to join the more 
than 26,000,000 Americans who are play- 
ing ball with Uncle Sam.

All of Williams’ service has been in Sacramento shops, where 
his father, the late pensioner Richard Williams, was at one time 
machinist foreman, Williams’ formula for safety on the job: 
“Just keep wide awake.” Williams has an 18-year-old son with 
the armed forces now studying chemical warfare. Both men 
are seen at their jobs in the war-busy Sacramento shops.

'HE Board of Directors on February 18 issued for informa 

tion of the Company's 41,351 stockholders the 39th Annual 
Report showing resulis of the operations and financial affairs 
of Southern Pacific Company and affliated companies for the 
year ending December 31, 1942, The Board acknowledged the 
cooperation received from governmental authorities, Army and 
Navy officers; shippers, travelers, and the general public; other 
railroads; and the Company's own employes; which “substan- 
tially aided in the movement of the unprecedented volume of 
trafic on the Company's Liner during 1942.” A simplified ver. 
sion of the Income Account which accompanied the veport is 
shown on this page. Narrative portion of the Report follows: 


Southern Pacific Transportation System 
Revenues. The total railway operating revenues sub- 
stantially exceeded those for any previous year, due to the un- 
precedented volume of freight and passenger traffic resulting 
‘n latge part from the movement of military and naval per- 


made effective on various dates from March 18 to May 1, 1942, 
in the states served by System Lines, except Texas. In Texas, the 
rate increases, with certain exceptions, will become effective 
March 1, 1943, as the result of decision by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, dated December 18, 1942. This decision was 
in response to petition filed by the carriers following denial of 
the freight cate. increases by the Railroad Commission of Texas. 


Expenses. The increase in operating expenses, compared 
with 1941, was principally due to the larger forces and greater 
quantities of fuel, materials, and supplies, required to handle 
the greatly increased volume of traffic and maintain the rolling 
equipment, tracks, and structures, which were subjected to 
greater use during 1942 than ever before. 

Payrolis comprised $171,010,718.01 of total operating ex- 
penses, an increase of $43,918,109.75, or 34.56%. The average 
number of employes was 77,190, an increase of 9,767, of 
14.49%. As mentioned in last year’s report, wage rate increases 


sonnel and materiel, raw materials and 


manufactures for industries engaged in 
production essential to the war effort, and 
traffic, which, except for the war, would 
have been moved by sea. Rail movements 
of gasoline, fuel oil, steel products, lum- 
ber, and canned goods, particularly, were 
greatly increased due to the wartime di- 
version of steamships from coastal and 
intercoastal routes. Part of the increase 
in passenger revenues was due to civilian 
travel diverted from the highways as a 
result of the rationing of gasoline and 
tires.

1941, The average revenue per net ton- 
mile was 1,036 cents, compared with 
0.988 cents for 1941. Revenue passenger- 
miles increased 109.54% over 1941, and 
the average revenue per passenger mile 
was 1.688 cents, compared with 1.545 
cents for 1941, Despite many operating 
difficulties, the traffic was moved without 
widespread congestion or prolonged 
delays.

were awarded to employes in December, 1941, retroactive to 
September 1, 1941, as the result of mediation under the Rail- 
way Labor Act, such increases being effective throughout 1942, 
There was a shortage of manpower during the entire year, and 
a considerably larger amount of overtime work was required of 
employes than in 1941. 

Notwithstanding the shortage of manpower and scarcity of 
certain materials, the tracks and structures were maintained in 
a state of adequate repair, and a smafler number of locomotives 
and cars were undergoing of awaiting repairs at the close of the 
year than at the end of 1941, 

Approximately 429 track miles of new rail, principally 
113.tb. and 132-lb, weight per yard, and 286 track miles of 
relayer rail of various weights, were laid in repairs and renew- 
als; compared with 352 teack miles of new rail and 273 track 
miles of relayer rail laid in 1941. 

There was a deficiency of locomotive power; although 59 
new steam locomotives and 23 new diesel-electric switchers 
were received from the builders, and from 15 to 27 steam loco- 
motives were in service under lease from other railroads, during 
the year. As explained under “Transportation Property,” there

More than 174,000 yards of earth were moved in making the 
open cut. Also eliminated by daylighting was the 188-foot 
Tunnel No, 23, near Saugus, San Joaquin Div., and Tunnel 
No, 0 near Clipper Gap, above Colfax, by change in line. Work 
is also well underway on the elimination by change of line of 
255-foot Tunnel No, 24, near Saugus, Other important work 
included the concreting and enlargement of several tunnels, 


were 31 steam locomotives and 30 diesel-electric switchers on 
order at the close of the year. 

The increase of 45.60% in the net ton-miles of revenue 
freight carried was accompanied by increase of but 23.53% in 
freight train-miles. This was the result of heavier loading of 
freight cars, and an increase in the average number of loaded 
cars per train made possible, mainly, by the lengthening of 
freight schedules and having in service a larger number of 
heavy-duty locomotives than in 1941. There was a decrease of 
3.88%, however, in the gross ton-miles of freight moved per 
train hour, due to the decrease in the average speed of freight 
trains. 

The increase of 109.54% in revenue passenger-miles was ac- 
companied by an increase of only 11.03% in passenger train- 
miles. 


Taxes. Railway tax accruals took 38.4 cents of each dollar 
of net revenue from railway operations for 1942, and are equiv- 
alent to $20.37 a share of the outstanding capital stock of 
Southern Pacific Company. 


The increase in tax accruals, compared with 1941, is pria- 
cipally due to the large amount of taxable income and increase 
in the Federal income tax rate; declaration of a higher value of 
capital stock for tax purposes, because of the larger income; 
and the larger amount of payrolls, upon which Federal unem- 
ployment insurance and retirement taxes are based. 

United States Tax Savings Notes, in an amount approxi- 
imately equal to the amount of accruals for Federal income taxes 
for 1942, were acquired and are available for use in paying 
such taxes when due. 


Renis. Net charges for equipment and joint facility rents 
increased, principally due to the larger number of freight cars 
of other companies moving over System Lines during the year, 
and the greater amount of services performed for System Com- 
panies by certain joint facilities; compared with 1941. 


Other Income. The net decrease in income from sources 
other than railway operations was partly offset by a net decrease 
in miscellaneous deductions from income. The principal income 
fluctuations were a decrease of $774,877.91 in the amount of 
credits to. miscellaneous income for charges against Pacific Fruit 
Express Company for services rendered and privileges granted 
to that company; a decrease of $120,000 in dividends received 
from Pacific Fruit Express Company; a net decrease of $130,- 
631.50 in dividends. received from other companies; and an 
increase of $116,443.71 in income from miscellaneous non- 
operating properties, principally due to greater rentals and roy- 
alties from lands leased for oil and gas prospecting and devel- 
opment, {Continued next page.)

Fixed Charges. Interest on funded debt—bonds and 
notes—-was less than for 1941 as the result, mainly, of decreases 
in interest due to repayment in 1941 of Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation loans, and purchases in 1941 and 1942 of Southern 
Pacific Transportation System Companies’ bonds and notes; 
such decrease being partly. offset by an increase in interest on 
equipment trust certificates due to issuance of Equipment Trust 
Certificates, Series “‘S,” and Series “T,” in 1942, and the inclu- 
sion in 1942 of a full year’s interest on Equipment Trust Cer- 
tificates, Series “R," issued in 1941. The decrease in interest on 
unfunded debt was principally due to the payment in 1941 of 
part of the short-term bank loans, and the refinancing of the 
balance as Serial Bank Loans (classified as “funded debt), as 
explained in last year’s report. 


Transportation Property. The increase during the 
year in investment in transportation property of the Southern 
Pacific Transportation System amounted to $26,132,254.16, as 
follows:

The following new rolling stock was delivered on orders 
placed in 1941 and 1942: 10 general service steam locomotives, 
49 articulated-consolidation steam locomotives, and 3,644 
freight-train cars, covered by Equipment Trusts; 23. diesel- 
electric switchers, 295 freight-train cars, including 165 steel 
cabooses, covered by conditional sale contracts; and 90 freight- 
train cars provided out of treasury funds. Improvements to a 
number of owned units of rolling equipment were completed 
during the year. 

Scheduled for delivery during the first six months of 1943, 
on orders placed in March, 1942, for 30 diesel-electric switch- 
exs, are 20 such switchers which have been tentatively assigned 
by the War Production Board in its present program. Also 
scheduled for defivery during 1943 are 10 general service and 
21 articulated-consolidation steam locomotives, for which or- 
ders were placed in March, 1942. Deliveries of the articufated- 
consolidation locomotives are in progress. 

A new single-track railroad, 30.1 miles in length, between 
Redding and Delta, California, was conveyed to the Central 
Pacific Railway Company by the United States in exchange for 
title to 36.43 miles of the former main line which, for the most 
part, was located within the area of the reservoir of the Shasta 
Dam. The new line was constructed at the expense of the 
United States. It is equipped with Centralized Traffic Control. 

Approximately 534 track-miles of the rail [aid in renewals 
during the year replaced rail of lighter weight. Approximately 
168 track-miles of new sidings, yard tracks, and extensions of 
such tracks were completed, and additional such work was in 
progress at the end of the year. Centralized Traffic Control was 
installed between Delta and Black Butte, California, 49.9 miles; 
and between Santa Margarita and San Luis Obispo, California, 
16.3 miles. Another such installation is in progress between 
Bena and Tehachapi, California, 32.7 miles. Among other proj- 
ects completed or undertaken were construction of new passen- 
ger station at Yoakum, Texas; modernization of the stations 
at Martinez and Monterey, California, and Tucson, Arizona; 
improvement of engine house and shop facilities at various 
terminals, including installation of larger turntables; improve- 
ment or expansion, at 42 locations, of facilities for supplying 
water for locomotives; and improvement, at 7 locations, of 
facilities for supplying oil to locomotives. 

The former line between Redding and Delta was retired; and 
268.82 road-miles of branch lines and 4.2 miles of unused 
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mainline were abandoned under authority of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Approximately 157 miles of sidings, 
spurs, and other tracks no Jonger required for operating pur- 
poses, were also retired, releasing material for reuse or sale. 


Capital Stock. There was no change during the year in 
the number of shares of capital stock of Southern Pacific Com- 
pany issued and outstanding. The number of stockholders, at 
the end of the year, was 41,351, compared with 41,627 at the 
end of 1941. 

The Board of Directors, on October 15, 1942, declared a 
dividend of $1.00 per share on the capital stock of the Com- 
pany, payable December 21, 1942, to stockholders of record at 
the close of business on November 21, 1942. 


Funded Debt. There was a net decrease of $26,244,- 
279.79 in the amount of funded debt of Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation System held by the public at December 31, 1942, com- 
pated with December 31, 1941. 

To provide for the construction and acquisition of new roll- 
ing stock, the following equipment trusts were created in 1942: 

Southern Pacific Company Equipment Trust, Series “‘S,"’ cov- 
ering an issue of $4,430,000, par value, 214% Equipment Trust 
Certificates. The certificates are guaranteed by Southern Pacific 
Company; are dated January 1, 1942; mature in amounts of 
$443,000 on January 1 of each year from 1943 to 1952, both 
inclusive; and have attached dividend warrants payable semi- 
annually on January 1, and July 1, of each year; and 

Southern Paciftc Company Equipment Trust, Series “T,” 
covering an issue of $5,660,000, par value, 214% Equipment 
Trust Certificates. The certificates are guaranteed by Southern 
Pacific Company; are dated April 1, 1942; mature in amounts 
of $566,000 on April 1 of each year from 1943 to 1952, both 
inclusive; and have attached dividend warrants payable semi- 
annually on April 1, and October 1, of each year. 


The $15,000,000 of bank loans outstanding at December 31, 
1941, were paid off during the year, as follows: $2,500,000 
each on March 5, March 25, and April 15, 1942, and $3,750,000 
each on May 25, and June 29, 1942, Other funded debt in the 
principal amount of $21,334,275.79 was retired or acquired, 
during the year. 


General 


During the past year the Transportation System and sepa- 
rately operated Solely Controlled Affiliated Companies operat- 
ing in the United States expended $39,586,000 (excluding non- 
cash items) for additions and improvements to their several 
properties, including $22,548,000 from the proceeds of equip- 
ment obligations; expended $35,590,000 for the retirement of 
dabt, of which $15,000,000 represented the payment in full of 
outstanding bank loans; and purchased $10,000,000 of United 
States Treasury notes, in addition to such notes purchased in 
respect of tax liability referred to elsewhere in this report. 


Separately Operated 
Solely Controlled Affiliated Companies 


The net income of the separately operated Salely Controtied 
Affiliated Companies operating in the United States, shown in 
the Income Account, excludes interest of $2,348,908.62 accrued 
by Pacific Electric and Northwestern Pacific on bonds of those 
companies owned by your Company but not included in its 
income. Such net income for 1942 of $4,892,098.41 compares 
with a net deficit of $196,147.92, on the same basis, for 1941. 
The increase of $5,088,246.33 is largely attributable to the con- 
siderably improved earnings of the principal companies in- 
cluded in this group as generally indicated hereunder: 

(1) Pacific Electric Railway Company: Net income of this 
company for 1942 amounted to $1,546,807.42, compared with 
a net deficit of $1,663,835.31 for 1941, an increase of $3,210,- 
642.73. (The figures for 1942 and 1941 are after charges 
against income of $1,103,443.62 and $1,253,658.49, respec- 
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tively, for interest accrued on Pacific Electric bonds owned by 
your Company.) This increase was principally due to increased 
revenues from movement of greater volume of freight, passen- 
ger, and express traffic; less rehabilitation expense; and de- 
creased charges for bond interest which resulted from the re- 
financing plan, mentioned in [ast year’s report, which was com- 
menced July 1, 1941, and completed early in 1942. These im- 
provements were partly offset by increases in expenses due to 
the greater volume of traffic, higher wage rates, and increased 
depreciation charges resulting from acquisition of new motor 
coaches. 


(2) Northwestern Pacific Railroad Company: Net deficit of 
this company for 1942 was $315,431.77, compared with a net 
deficit of $1,573,161.17 for 1941. (The results for both years 
are after charges against income of $1,245,465 for interest ac- 
crued on Northwestern Pacific bonds owned by your Company.) 
This improved showing was due to greater freight revenue 
which resulted mainly from heavy movements this year of con- 
struction materials to government projects. This revenue in- 
crease was partly offset hy greater maintenance and train forces 
and higher wage rates. 


(3) Southern Pacific Land Company: Net income amounted 
to $783,656.70 for year 1942 as against $462,524.85 for year 
1941, The increase was due largely to greater income from 
leases and sales of real estate. 


Combined net income of separately operated Solely Con- 
trolled Companies operating in the Republic of Mexico (ex- 
cluding Southern Pacific Railroad Company of Mexico) 
amounted to $266,440.21 for the year 1942 as compared with 
$11,237.23 for preceding year. This improvement was due to 
net inctease in operating revenues with only a relatively small 
corresponding increase in operating expenses. 


Southern Pacific Railroad Company of Mexico had a net in- 
come of $520,906.27 for the year 1942, an improvement of 
$760,106.57 compared with the year 1941. The net income for 
1942 and 1941 each include charges of about $619,000 for 
amortization of investment in property which is subject even- 
tually to reversion to the Mexican Government, The improved 
showing was due, chiefly, to greater operating revenues resuit- 
ing from better business conditions generally in Mexico. 


Motor Truck Service 


Motor truck services coordinated with rail freight operations 
of System Lines were adjusted to wartime conditions and fur- 
ther extended during the year, including addition of routes to 
serve military and naval establishments and defense industries. 
On December 31, 1942, over-the-highway trucking services pro- 
vided by companies solely controlled by Southern Pacific Com- 
pany were in operation on 12,776 miles of highways, compared 
with 11,194.8 miles of routes operated at the end of 1941. 


St. Louis Southwestern Railway Company 


In the matter of reorganization of St. Louis Southwestern 
Railway Company, referred to in prior annual reports, the 
United States District Court for the Eastern Judicial District 
of Missouri, Eastern Division, in October, 1942, held hearings 
on objections to the plan of reorganization certified to the Court 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. It is expected that 
the Court's approval or disapproval of the Commission's plan 
will be announced within the next few months. 


Wages 


On September 25, 1942, representatives of the non-operat- 
ing eroployes, such as shop, maintenance of way, clerical, and 
telegraph employes, served notices on the railroads of their 
desire for compulsory union membership of all eligible em- 
ployes, an increase of 20¢ an hour in all existing basic wage 
rates, and a minimum hourly wage of 70¢. The requests were 
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declined, and under the procedure prescribed by the Railway 
Labor Act the disputes reached the National Mediation Board. 
Efforts of the Board to mediate the disputes were unsuccessful. 
Under the established procedure, the disputes now may be re- 
ferred to the Chairman of the Railway Labor Panel created by 
Executive Order issued by the President of the United States 
on May 21, 1942, 

On January 25, 1943, the brotherhoods representing engi- 
neers, firemen, trainmen, and yardmen, served notices on the 
railroads requesting increases of 30% in the existing rates of 
pay, with a minimum increase of $3.00 a day. In the initial con- 
ferences, the requests served on your Company have been de- 
clined, and it is expected that the further procedure prescribed 
by the Railway Labor Act will be invoked to dispose of these 
disputes. 


Freight Rates and Passenger Fares 


The Office of Price Administration of the United States on 
December 5, 1942, filed petition with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission seeking cancellation of the increases in passenger 
fares, freight rates, and charges authorized by the Commission 
in February and March, 1942. The railcoads filed answer to the 
petition on December 15, 1942, in support of continuance of 
the increases. The Commission on January 7, 1943, ordered the 
case reopened for further hearing to determine whether the 
authorized increases shall be continued, modified, suspended, 
or terminated. The Commission also requested participants in 
presentation of evidence and oral argument to discuss the desir- 
ability, feasibility, and legality of a requirement that revenue 
received from the authorized increases shall be segregated in the 
carriers’ accounts and be expended solely for additions and bet- 
terments to the operating plant or for the reduction of funded 
or unfunded debts. 

The further hearing was held at Washington, commencing 
February 2, 1943, and a decision is expected within a short 
time. 


Office of Defense Transportation 


On December 18, 1941, the President of the United States, 
by Executive Order, established the Office of Defense Transpot- 
tation, with emergency powers designed to obtain the utmost 
utilization of the nation's transportation facilities in further- 
ance of the war effort.

Mr. Eastman, with a supporting organization, having repre- 
sentatives in all large centers of transportation, has issued a 
number of orders affecting railroad operations; including or- 
ders restricting passenger service, requiring heavier loading of 
merchandise cars, and forming a poo! of refrigerator cars, and 
in addition has offered many informal suggestions; with all of 
which your Company has fully complied. 


Employes Aid War Effort 


More than 9,000 former employes were in military service at 
the end of 1942; and officers and employes, during the year, 
participated in many activities allied with the war effort, such 
as purchase of United States War Savings Bonds, contributions 
to Red Cross and War Chests, blood donations, and gifts and 
entertainment for soldiers and sailors, including special efforts 
in behalf of former employes now in the armed services.

Johnson, SP employes bond committee;

Jordan expressed the pleasure of 
President A. T. Mercier of SP at the good 
results railroad employes are achieving. 
“We've got a job to do and this job is 
going to be done,” Jordan said. “There's 
nothing the Army and Navy asks that we 
won't do. The Army and Navy have our 
assurance of that and we will keep ‘em 
rolling until victory is won.

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ARE THE RAILROADS MAKING 
TOO MUCH MONEY? 


AILROADS are making more money 

than they have for yeats. But—rail- 
roads are doing the biggest transportation 
job that has ever been done. 

They are hauling more tons of freight 
more miles than ever before—33 per cent 
more than in 1941, 55 per cent more than 
in 1918, the peak year of the first World 
War. 

They are carrying more passengers 
more miles than ever before—80 per cent 
more than in 1941, 24 per cent more than 
in the other war year of 1918. They are 
using their plant and facilities more in- 
tensively, and more efficiently, than ever 
before, getting more work out of each car 
and engine, and each mile of track. And 
they have still more work ahead of them. 

Yes, railroads are taking in more 
money but, in return, they are putting out 
the greatest quantity of service ever ren- 
dered. 

Railroads are doing their part in the 
war job because they were prepared for it, 
A lot of money was spent for tracks and 
yards, shops, signals, cars, engines—all 
sorts of railroad facilities. 

Total investment in road and equip- 
ment, and working capital, at the time of 
the first World War, amounted to $18,- 
600,000,000. Since that time, $12,000,- 
000,000 have heen spent on improving 
railroad plants and equipment. The net 
increase in investment since 1918, after 
deductions for property retired from ser- 
vice, has been $8,000,000,000. 

Expanded Own Plants 

Ever since the present war began in 
Europe, the railroads have invested ap- 
proximately $1,650,000,000 in improve- 
ments to their facilities. Many of these 
facilities have been put in to meet special 
war needs, but all of them have been pro- 
vided and paid for by the railroads them- 
selves—contrary to the frequent practice 
of Government financing of plant expan- 
sion for war purposes. 

During the ten years before 1942 the 
average earnings of the railroads 
amounted to only 2.17 per cent on the 
money invested in them. Present earn- 
ings represent less than 6 per cent on the 
money which has been invested in rail- 
roads, Such earnings could be calfed large 
only by contrast with the low level of 
earnings during more than a decade prior 
to 1942. They are not more than enough 
to assure the ability of the railroads to 
keep on doing what is expected and de- 
manded of them. 

Certainly the result of operations of 
one admittedly abnormal year is not a 
sufficient basis for reducing the general 
level of railroad rates, in disregatd of the 
earnings of a dozen years preceding. 

Since war began in Europe in 1939, 
there was no general increase in railroad 


rates prior to 1942, On December 1, 
1941, substantial increases in railroad 
wages were put into effect as a result of 
the findings and mediation of a special 
Presidential Board. In the spring of 
1942, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion authorized an increase in railroad 
rates, averaging 4.7 per cent on freight 
rates and 9 per cent on passenger fares. 

On the basis of 1942 traffic, the in- 
crease in rates and fares has produced an 
increase in railroad reveaues of approxi- 
mately $357,000,000 a year. But, on the 
same basis, the additional cost to the rail- 
roads of the increase in wages put in in 
1941 is amounting to approximately 
$397,000,000 a year. 

Costs Exceed Rate Increases 

Increased costs since 1941 resulting 
from rises in the prices of fuel, materials 
and supplies amount to approximately 
$110,000,000 a year. The rate increases, 
that is, fail by $150,000,000 a year to 
meet the increased cost due to rising 
wages and prices. 

Offsetting the increases in rates and 
fares authorized by the Commission, the 
railroads have voluntarily made numerous 
reductions to meet special war situations 
and conditions. 

‘These specific reductions cover a wide 
range of commodities, including, among 
others, ammunition, sugar, rubber, pe- 
troleum and other freight whose custo- 
mary routes and movements. have been 
discupted by the wat. The cut in rates on 
oil moving to the East Coast, alone, runs 
to approximately $158,000,000 a year on 
the basis of present movement. The re- 
duction of passenger fares for members 
of the armed forces traveling on furlough 
to one and one-quarter cents a mile 
amounts to about $70,000,000 a year. 

It is quite likely, indeed, that the total 
of all the rate reductions made in the war 


PERFECT SHIPPING 


LTHOUGH perfect shipping is 

the constant objective of Amer- 
ican railroads, all the carriers will give 
the subject special emphasis during 
April in cooperation with the annual 
“Perfect Shipping” campaign spon- 
sored annually by the nation’s 
Shippers’ Advisory Boards. SP em- 
ployes at the larger freight terminals 
will have opportunity to see a motion 
picture prepared by the Association of 
American Railroads showing the 
proper methods of packing and han- 
dling freight, and everywhere SP'ers 
will be reminded of their responsi- 
bilities in this regard, particularly now 
with so much vital wartime traffic in 
transit. 


period to meet special war situations is 
fully as much as the rate increases author- 
ized in 1942, 

At any rate, the average revenue re- 
ceived by all the railroads for a unit of 
service—hauling a ton of freight one mile 
—now is less than one cent (0.927 cent) 
—is less than it was in 1941—is less than 
it was when the war began in Europe in 
1939—-and is Jess, indeed, than in any 
year since 1918. 

Present railroad earnings, that is, are 
not due to getting more for a unit of ser- 
vice than before, for the railroads get less, 
on the average. They are due to the 
amount of freight which the railroads 
are called upon to haul—the job they are 
doing. 

OPA Seeks Rate Cut 

The Office of Price Administration 
and other government agencies have pe- 
titioned the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to reduce the general level of 
railroad rates by eliminating the increase 
of 4.7 per cent on freight rates and 9 per 
cent on passenger fares authorized in the 
spring of 1942. 

The price control legislation of Con- 
gress contemplated a stabilization of 
prices and wages on the basis generally 
of those in effect on September 15, 1942. 

The petition of the Price Adminis- 
trator seeks now to reduce railroad rates 
below that level—despite the fact that 
the level of prices of materials and sup- 
plies bought and used by railroads has 
gone up 18 per cent since war began in 
Europe, and the fact that the level of 
wages paid railroad employes has gone 
up 14 per cent in the same period. Re- 
duction of railroad rates is sought on the 
claim that the modest increases author- 
ized to meet rising unit costs are “infla- 
tionary.” 

Since the Anti-Inflation Act was 
passed, the Congress of the United States 
has put a tax of 3 per cent on freight 
charges; and has doubled the 5 per cent 
tax on the amounts paid for passenger 
transportation. Apparently the Congress 
is not in agreement with the Price Ad. 
ministrator as to the importance of trans- 
portation charges as a cause of inflation. 

The nation is depending upon its rail- 
roads now for the greatest quantity of 
transportation service ever rendered—a 
task which requires their full strength. 

If, at the first sign of adequate carn- 
ings, rates are to be cut forthwith, with- 
out regard to Jong years of low earnings 
in the past or the prospects of the future, 
railroads cannot keep themselves in con- 
dition to meet the imperative needs of the 
nation. 

That they shall continue to do so is of 
far more importance to the nation, and 
to its people, than is the precise level of 
rates which, after all, constitute a tiny 
fraction of the cost of most articles. 

So the answer to the question, “Are 
Railroads Making Too Much Money?” is 
No—not if we ate to have the strong rail- 
roads which this nation must have, if it 
is to be strong in war, as well as in peace.
